G. E. Bemis, Pioneer, 


Died Last Thursday 


The death on Thursday, March 5th, at 


a private sanitarium in South Pasadena, 
of Charles E. Bemis marked the passing 
of one of Covina's best-known pioneers. 
Mr. Bemis was taken ill at his home in 
the Cooper Arms, Long Beach, shortly 
before Christmas and since the first of 
the year has been confined to his couch. 
The funeral services were held at the 
undertaking parlors in South Pasadena 
on Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock, the 
interment being in the family lot in 
the Oakdale cemetery, Covina, under 
the direction of- the Oddfellows' lodge 
of this city, x>f which he was a charter 
member. These services were conducted 
by C. O. Glover and W. W. McKee, 
noble grand and chaplain respectively, 
of the Covina lodge. The pallbearers 
were C. W. Potter, Otto Anderson, O. F. 
Trelut, Chas. W. Griffiths, J. K. Stros- 
nider, and Charles McGee. 


The deceased leaves a widow and 


four children—Waldo E., Harold W., 
Muriel, and Mildred. 


Charles E. Bemis until a few years 


ago had made Covina has home since 
1886, He was born in Bock county, 
Wis., July 29, 1850, and was the son of 
Edmund and Louise Bemis. In 1872, 
with his parents, he moved to Colorado 
and settled near Colorado. Spriggs, 
where he f tfllowea "agricultural pursttits 
for some years. At a later date he was 
at the head of a jewelry business in 
Longmont, Colorado, having as his part- 
ner his brother, Horace G. Bemis. Mov- 
ing to Covina in 1886, he acquired a 
20-acre ranch on Grand avenue and 
also considerable property within the 
townsite o'f Covina, making Ms home 
on the corner of Badillo street upon 
which now stands the large residence 
formerly occupied by the Covina hos- 
pital. 


Mr. Bemis was closely identified with 


al! public matters throughout tiiis val- 
ley. For four years he held the office 
of justice of the peace. For three years 
he filled the position of president of the 
Covina Irrigating company, and for 
seven years served this organization as 
its secretary. He assisted in the organi- 
zation and incorporation of the Covina 
Domestic Water company, of which he 
was elected its first president. He was 
a member of the Covina Citrus associa- 
tion, also serving this organization as 
its first president. He assisted in the 
organization of the A. C. G. Lemon asso- 
ciation and was honored with the office 
of president. In the organization of the 
A. C. G. Citrus association he was a 
prime factor and served for years on 
the board of directors. Fraternally, he 
was connected with the Covina lodge 
No. 362,1. O. O. F. In politics he was a 
staunch Eepublican and served 
effi- 


ciently as a member of the Los Angeles 
county central committee. 


Shortly after coming to Covina he 


was united in marriage to Miss Sarah 
Mr. Souther belongs the distinction of 
who survives him. Mrs. Bemis was a 
daughter of the late Wm. H. and Maria 
Souther. Her father crossed the plains 
to California with an ox team in 1849. 
For a time he made his home at Oak- 
land and for years he served as justice 
of the poace in Alameda county.

Mr. Souther belong the distinction of 
having planted the first deciduous fruit 
trees on what is known as the Phillips 
tract, or Coviim townsito.
